The Duluth Housing and Redevelopment Authority (DHRA) will receive a HOPE VI Revitalization grant in the amount of $20,000,000, which will enable
the Housing Authority to revitalize the Harbor View Homes public housing development. The 200 existing public housing units will be demolished, and
replaced with a 186-unit mixed-income on-site housing development and 312 units of off-site housing. The revitalized on-site mixed-income development
will include 115 public housing units, 25 tax credit units and 46 market rate units. Fifty-six of the on-site units and the 70 off-site residential units will be
reserved for homeownership. The off-site mixed-income development will include 85 public housing units, 86 tax credit units and 141 market rate units. The
design for the new mixed-income development will incorporate the traditional architectural and landscape features of adjacent residential neighborhoods.
The revitalized development will contain community facilities that will provide a variety of programs for the residents. The development will take place in
partnership with The Communities Group of Washington, DC.
